W ashington, April S®*—Secretary Long 
has sent to the naval affairs committees 
of the senate aud house of representa­ 
tives the adopted plan* for establishing 
a naval rendezvous, repair plant aud 
coal station at Pearl Harbor, Hawaiian 
islands, with an urgent recommendation 
pointing out the necessity for promptly 
Instituting tho improvements to utilize 
this key to the entire Pacific ocean. 
In 
its present condition the harbor is w orth­ 
less to the United Stat a or to commerce 
but by a < omjiaratively insignificant ex­ 
penditure will become one of the most 
valuable possession*. 
Senator Hales has promptly introduced 
the bill drawn at the navy departm ent 
for this purpose. 
It authorizes the sec­ 
retary of the navy to condemn under the 
llaw aiin civil laws of em inent domain, 
for tho establishm ent of a naval station 
in Pearl harbor, Island of Oahu, four 
traets of land' w ith an aggregate area of 
ahunt I880 acre*. 
One of these is the 
island known as “ M ckunmeume” or 
Ford island, comprising about 390 acres. 
Another is a nearby peninsula tract, 
called Wat po, w ith an area of about 820 
acres. 
These two will constitute the 
naval station proper. 
They are adm ira­ 
bly located and peculiarly adapted by 
nature for naval uses. 
The island bas a 
deep indentation, which can be readily 
transformed into the greatest graving 
dry dock in the world and there is suffi­ 
cient shore line to moor the entire navy 
of the United States w ithin the station 
lim its. 
The other two plots of laud average 
about 350 acres each, and are situated 
on «*aeh side of the narrow entrance of 
the harbor. 
They are required as sites 
fo r fc -tifications, and on account of 
their commanding position can render 
the station impregnable w ith a few guns. 
An appropriation of $150,000 is provided 
for the acquirem ent of these- lands. 
Section 3 appropriates $400,000 for the 
purpose of dredging aud tin proving the 
channel to provide for the safe entrance 
of vessels of WOO tons displacement. 
The latest reports from Honolulu show 
that the small harbor there is wholly un­ 
equal to the demands of the great trade 
that has sprung up in the last two years. 
Frequently as m any as 20 ships are com­ 
pelled to lie to off the port w aiting their 
turn at the crowded wharves, which are 
limited in extent by tho exceedingly 
small shore line. 
In bad w eather tho 
erudition is extremely dangerous. W ith 
Pearl bari sir entrance opened, railes of 
wharf room would lie available aud sev­ 
eral thousand vessels could lie in the 
harbor iu absolute security.

Kngliah Merchantmen Protested, but It 
l>l<l Nu llaod. 
Norfolk. Va., April 23 —The big Boer 
flag which floated from the m ainm ast of 
the Danish steam ship Polar Stjerm en 
(Polar Star) when that ship sailed from 
her Brooklyn pier, April 13, came near 
causing international complications be­ 
tween this government and G reat B rit­ 
ain through the enthusiasm of an Amer­ 
ican skipper iii Norfolk harbor. 
U p o n the ship’s arrival off Old Point 


Comfort, Captain Callisen aSft,n boated 
the Transvaal flag, 
aud 
his 
action 
caused comment among tho m asters of a 
number of British morchantiueu an­ 
chored off the Point, 
A massmeeting of a branch of the N a­ 
tional Boer Relief Fund association w as 
held in Norfolk Monday, April 15. Con­ 
gressman Sm ith of M ichigan and George 
W. Van Sidell of New York were among 
the announced speakers, and they a r­ 
rived on the Old Dominion steamer. 
W hen Mr. Sm ith saw Captain Callisen’s 
vessel, w ith the Boer flag waving, he 
got the Old Dominion captain, who was 
also a Boor sym pathiser, to run in near 
the Polar Star aud then tho American 
odors on the American ship were dipped 
to the standard of tho Transvaal on the 
Danish ship. 
One of tho British captains saw the 
complim ent ami sent a protest to the 
English ambassador at W ashington,w ho 
iii turn sent it to tho state de part me ut. 
The stato departm ent declined to intor- 
feio on the ground that a m erchantm an 
has tho lig h t to dip his colors to any­ 
thing he sees lit and also the right to fly 
w hatever he desires at his masthead.
